AN ACT concerning 1 

 

Public and Commercial Buildings – Energy Benchmarking and Disclosure 2 

 

FOR the purpose of requiring gas or electric companies to maintain, in a certain 3 

format, gas or electric consumption records for nonresidential retail gas or 4 

electric customers; requiring a gas or electric company to upload to the EPA 5 

Portfolio Manager certain gas or electric consumption records after receiving 6 

authorization from an owner or operator of a nonresidential building; requiring 7 

that certain commercial buildings be benchmarked each year, beginning in 8 

certain years, using the EPA Portfolio Manager, and that an owner or operator 9 

of the building submit certain energy benchmarking information to the 10 

Maryland Energy Administration; requiring the Administration to include 11 

certain information about certain commercial buildings in a certain report, 12 

unless the Administration makes the information available to the public in 13 

some other manner; requiring that, on or after a certain date, an owner or 14 

operator of certain publicly owned buildings and certain privately owned 15 

commercial buildings disclose certain energy benchmarking information to 16 

certain persons; requiring that certain State buildings be benchmarked 17 

annually, beginning in a certain year, using the EPA Portfolio Manager, and 18 

that the Department of General Services compile certain benchmarking 19 

information and submit the information to the Administration; requiring the 20 

Administration to include certain information about certain State buildings in a 21 

certain report, unless the Administration makes the information available to 22 

the public in some other manner; defining certain terms; and generally relating 23 

to the disclosure of energy usage information for public buildings and privately 24 

owned commercial buildings.

  (8) an estimate of revenue from future auctions; [and] 9 

 

  (9) recommendations for changes to the allocation of funds under  10 

§ 9–20B–05(g) of this subtitle; AND 11 

 

  (10) ENERGY BENCHMARKING DATA AND RATINGS SUBMITTED TO 12 

THE ADMINISTRATION UNDER § 10A–102 OF THE REAL PROPERTY ARTICLE 13 

AND § 4–8A–03 OF THE STATE FINANCE AND PROCUREMENT ARTICLE. 14
